Dublin, July 6.—Estimates of the

Detroit, July 6.—"What you want to 
do is to cater to the wealthy employ- 
ers of labor who do so largely support 
the synagogue.

stand toward justice. Yuo quote the 
scripture, 'Justice shalt thou preach,' 
but you are afraid to practice what 
you preach." With these words Rabbi 
Steven S. Wise of New York attacked 
what he called the

American rabbis at last night's ses- 
sion of the convention, being held in 
Detroit, and demanded the adoption of 
the report of the committee on "the 
synagogue 
and Industrial relation,'

I have talked 
with the Irish, the Germans, yes. the 
Swedes today, but we are all Ameri- 
cans today, all Americans. (Applause.) 
Xo matter where your 
infancy 
was 
cradled, yet on this day. beneath this 
banner, (pointing 
to vhe 
American 
flac) of free hearts and home, we all 
find protection and 
defense, 
for we 
are all true Americans. 


"When John Adams wrote the. pa- 
per that announced to the world our 
intentions, the 
United 
States 
was 
only a small nation to battle, to death 
for our rights. Today, after 138 years 
of truth, this very hill where you are 
standing, (meaning the Court House 
Park) which was then a wilderness, 
we meet again 
on this 4th, to exalt 
that our country leads the vanguard 
of the world for the rich heritage of 
American freedom." 
For more than 
330 years, w-e have shown good gov- 
ernment, and on this srreat land, we, 
American citizens 90,000,000 in num- 
ber, 
occupy, forming as 
we do, the 
United States, the hope of the world. 
(Applause). 


"Why are we here to celebrate this 
immortal day? 
We must not forget 
the children. It is the children, our 
future generations, who must know 
how much happiness rests .on 
the 
hopes of the men who died that their 
nation might 
live. Remember the 
constitution of the slate of Wiscon- 
sin. 
The blessings of liberty can be 
maintained only by a frequent recur- 
rence of principles. 
"It was the Armenians who once 
said that no rights could ever he at- 
tained, and that, only privileges could 
ever be experienced. 
As late as 1821. 
four kings said, 'All changes in legis- 
lature and in administration of states 
ought to proceed only from the free 
will whom God has held responsible 
for power.'

and perhaps signed. They snoke tin' 
us. as well as themselves. The war 
had been going on for a year, the

from that time up to the pres- 
ent." continued the speaker,'' we have 
seen wonderful 
changes. If George 
Washington were to come back here 
and should undertake to hold a con- 
versation with any of you, he would 
have a great deal of trouble under 
standing one-fourth of the words you 
use. He never heard of a trust—or a 
trustbuster.

"We are today confronted by ques-

VERY LITTLE DISORDER 


But One Serious Accident Occurred 


During Day in Which Two Per- 


son* Were Hurt—Twenty- 


three Arrests. 


If Janesville was ever well policed 
during a celebration or festival it was 
on Saturday last. In spite of the 
thousands of visitors, hundreds of 
automobiles 
and 
carriages which, 
thronged the streets from early until 
ate, the day passed with but one ac- 
cident. Members of the Beloit force, 
who assisted the local department 
:hroughout the day, join with 
the 
JanesviTle patrolmen in the verdict 
that the crowd was one of the most 
orderly and well-behaved in their ex- 
perience. 
Twenty-three arrests were made, all 
of these being men who had taken the 
occasion to imbibe too freely for their 
own safety and the comfort of others. 
A liberal use of the "hot foot" awoke 
many 
slumbering 
drunks -to 
be 
dragged off to the station to sober up. 
Five were 
arrested for insulting 
women and three for fighting. The 
most serious fistic encounter 
was 
stopped by Officers Sam Brown and 
McCaulley of Beloit, who arrested a 
Beloit youth near the corner of Jliver 
and Milwaukee streets. 
The youth 
attempted to escape from the custody 
of Officer McCaulley and received a 
slight cut when knocked down. 
Only one robbery was reported to 
the police, one man claiming that he 
had been relieved of a watch. Sneak 
thieves failed to pay the city a visit 
as expected and several men, known 
pick-pockets, were escorted to out- 
going trains, and put on with orders 
that they were not wanted in Janes- 
ville. Saloons were .closed promptly 
at eleven o'clock and '.Chief Champion 
saw to it that 
the law prohibiting 
women drinking in bar-rooms was en- 
forced. . The regulations 
of no re- 
volver shooting or throwing confetti 
were adhered to and the use of tick- 
lers and come-back balls was 
les- 
sened, their sale having been pro- 
hibited by Chief Champion. 
Only one serious accident marred 
the day and it is considered a miracle 
that a score of people were not killed. 
A horse belonging to Max Lyons,, a 
young man residing west of the city, 
ran away from the Franklin street 
•corner about ten o'clock in the even- 
ing. 
The buggy driven by Lyons had 
become wedged between a street car 
and automobile and the horse kicked 
itself loose from the shafts. 
Lyons 


held onto th« r«ta« and was throjti 
with considerable force to the pave- 
ment. The frightened horse dragged 
the youth for nearly half a 
through the crowded street 
let loose of the reins and was taken 
to tta Sherer drug store where he wa» 
given medical attention. He was bad- 
ly stunned-"from his narrow escape 
but sustained 
only 
minor braises. 
The animal ran down 
Milwaukee 
street at a brealineck speed, passing 
hundreds of automobiles and car- 
riages, and crossed the bridge. The 
horse struck the stand located 
jn 
front of the Hayes block -which, was 
demolished. 
William De Young and 
wife, who were working there at tne 
time, escaped with only minor bruised 
hich were attended to by Dr. Keller. 
The horse, which finally stopped on 
Milton avenue, was cut in several 
places during the wild run. 
Only one .child was lost in 
the 
crowds and the police found him and 
parents within half an lipur's time. 
The boy's name w.as .fohh 
and his parents, who reside on Pleas- 
ant-street, came to the-police station 
shortly after the officers, took the. boy, 
there. The police had several hours 
hunt for two little girls named Shaw 
and McBeth. The twp little .misses 
had been left at-home and were play- 
ing with a baby suit-case-when their, 
parents stepped over to a neighbors 
home. Tlte police found the little la 
dies at the 
Northwestern station. 
They were carrying the diminutive 
suit-case and declared "they were'go- 
ing on a trip." 
This morning in the municipal court 
one drunk was arraigned, and he was 
arrested Sunday. Last year there 
were twenty-five arrested and no cele- 
bration was held in the city. August 
Peterson, this morning's diunK, was 
given three days' jail term in default 
of a fine" of two dollars on the charge 
of intoxication, by Judge Maxfield.

On Wednesday night of June 24 at 
the Kive Points when most of tlie wag- 
ons of the 
Wallace 
& Hagenback 
shows had been loaded on to the flat 
cars, there was an old man interesting 
a small crowd of the by-standera, by 
giving them something o£ the history 
ol' his life in the business. This man 
came to Janesville in 1875 .to join the 
I'inrr Rabbins Show. ' He hired out to 
Dflavau, the 
boss hostler, 
and his 


work was to drive a pair ot mules over 
the road on a large cage, and on ac- 
count o£ his work he was christend 
.Mulsey. 
For thirty-nine years with all the 


different shows that he had traveled, 
with, lie has 
been known only as 


Mulsey. and appears on the payroll un- 
der that name. 
While he has only 


traveled with three different shows he 
lias never missed a season since join- 
ing out with tlie Burr Hobbius show, 
thirty-nine years ago. I don't think 
Hint twice the money that he received 
for his work with the show would bs 
any temptation for Mnlsey to quit the 
Inisiness and go to work on a farm, 
although the 
work might be much 
easier, and shorter hours. 
To his crowd of interested listen- 
ers. Mulsey was bemoaning the fact

b.est on earth. The two great circuses 
L I fought each other for life, following 
e , each other over the same routes. The

Janesville with a show and not see Mr.

Adam Fore- 
paugh had died, and the Ringlings 
bought the Forepaugh-Sells shows, to 
use in the fight with "Jim" Bailey, 
aud when, in 1S06, Bailey, the last of 
the great old-time circus men, died, 
the Ringlings bought the Barnum 
show and eliminated the last of the 
serious competitors.
